READ this very carefully: the village 
of St Peter’s has been named as the 
second-best tourist destination IN 
THE WORLD. 

St Peter’s has traditionally been one of the isle’s 
less celebrated spots, often regarded as little 
more than a suburb of Broadstairs. 

However, the establishment of the St Peter’s 
Village Tour has changed all that, and at the 
World Travel Market, held at London’s ExCel 
Centre this month, it was highly commended in 
the category of Best Tourism Destination in the 
World. 

Brian Sleightholm, chairman of the St Peter’s 
Village Tour, said he was “delighted and proud” at 
the locale’s international recognition. 

He said: “The overall winner was New Zealand, 
so we came second to them.” 

Mr Sleightholm explained why he thought the 
village had received such an extraordinary hon¬ 
our. 

He said: “I think it’s because we take visitors 
round in small groups of about 10, and not in the 
huge groups other places and attractions seem to 
do. That way people get more attention and don’t 
end up damaging the place.” 

“Secondly, it could be down to conservation. Our 
churchyard, which is one of the longest in 
England, had become terribly overgrown. But 
over the last three years it has been cleared by 
people doing community service. 

“The partnership between us, the probation 
service and Thanet council seems to be some¬ 
thing they are very keen on. 

‘We also we have 110 volunteers and they like 
the fact that we involve the community rather 
than just employing tour guides from outside.”

Alternative audit 
result served up to 
save tennis courts 


A PRESSURE group opp¬ 
osing the sale of the Monte¬ 
fiore tennis courts says the 
findings of an audit which 
looks to have condemned 
them are flawed. 

The Hands Off Our Tennis group 
(HOOT) does not want the site to be 
sold under Thanet council’s asset 
management plan and has put 
together its own detailed report 
explaining why the courts should be 
saved. 

The group says Thanet council has 
missed the point of PP17, a 
Government policy guideline that 
sets out standards for sports and 
amenities provision in communities. 

Thanet council commissioned an 
audit by Strategic Leisure Ltd at a 
cost of £50,000 to look at the issue, 
but HOOT supporter Cllr Alan 
Poole said: “Thanet council say the 
courts are redundant and have used 
PP17 to back their argument up, 
but they have sort of misused it. 

“What PP17 is saying is you need 
a certain amount of courts in the 
area and we haven’t got them - the 
ones they were counting are unused 
or don’t exist. So in actual fact they 
are well short of the quota.” 

HOOT is saying the courts help 
fulfil the requirements, not obstruct 
them. 

Its own report says: “The TDC 
audit is dubious in its methodology; 
it contradicts itself in implying a 
higher level of participation for 
tennis in the area and then adopts a 
lower level of provision than the 
Lawn Tennis Association standard 
without any explanation.” 

It goes on: “Over a third of the ten-

nis courts in the survey are not ten¬ 
nis courts any more, either through 
disrepair or being used for other 
purposes. 

“Even using the lower level of 
provision adopted by this audit, the 
total number of community tennis 
courts is only half of what the TDC 
audit says it should be. In short 
there is an under-provision of tennis 
courts, not an over-provision.” 

The results of PP17 advised the 
council to “rationalise the court pro¬ 
vision in Thanet to provide fewer 
but better-quality sites”. 

A council spokeswoman said: ‘We 
are currently out to consultation on 
this issue and encourage people to 
get any views or feedback in to us. 

‘We look forward to hearing from 
HOOT as part of this consultation 
and assure all residents that com¬ 
ments and concerns raised as part 
of this process will be fully consid¬ 
ered before any decisions are 
taken.” 

The courts are open all year round 
for tennis and bring in about £2,000 
each summer, although often they 
are free to use and one has recently 
been resurfaced. 

Cllr Poole added: “They clearly do 
have a lot of usage, they are still 
bringing in a good sum of money.” 

The council says it wants to re¬ 
invest the proceeds of any sale into 
building new facilities.

JUST a month after his 
Winter Gardens show was 
interrupted by unruly be¬ 
haviour, comedian Jimmy 
Carr has told the nation of 
his love for Margate. 

On Thursday last week he revealed 
to Britain that he was a big fan of the 
isle resort. 

The host of the Eight Out of Ten 
Cats TV show told Chris Moyles on his 
BBC Radio One breakfast slot that it 
was one of his favourite places to visit 
while on tour, despite recent antics. 

In October Yourthanet exclusively 
told the bizarre story of the Nappy 
Man - an apparently drunken mem¬ 
ber of the audience who disrupted the 
comic’s Margate show. 

Not only did he repeatedly disturb

Chemical spill 
'not a problem’ 


THANET council is scotching 
claims that a large chemical spillage 
in the 1990s is a potential health 
hazard. 

A solvent called cyclohexanone 
was leaked at Sericol’s Rumfield site 
at Poorhole Lane, Broadstairs, and 
discovered in 1994. 

Some people have been worried it 
might have entered the isle’s water 
supply, but those claims were this 
week dismissed in a statement from 
the council, which says it wants to 
“set the record straight”. 

The authority says there is no 
chance the chemical could have 
entered the water supply because 
Rumfields was not being used for 
that at the time and has not been 
used since the discovery of the leak. 

Council chief executive Richard 
Samuel said: “These answers should 
help set the record straight about 
this incident, which has been moni¬ 
tored over the years by the Enviro¬ 
nment Agency, with help from the 
council and Southern Water. 

“It’s clear measures have been in 
place all this time to ensure there is 
no danger to the drinking water 
supply and explodes any myth 


vapours may have been leaking into 
the atmosphere over the years.” 

Ramsgate bookshop owner 
Michael Child brought up the mat¬ 
ter on his internet blog and asked 
the local authority for information. 

The council statement said: 
“Recently, there have been some 
incorrect reports and speculation 
about the incident, which the coun¬ 
cil is aiming to correct with a 
detailed response to questions 
raised by Mr Child.” 

Mr Samuel added that there was 
no risk to those living or working 
nearby: “Public safety is our first 
concern and we felt it was impor¬ 
tant to clear up confusion over this 
incident and show the safeguarding 
measures that have been in place 
for many years by the organisations 
involved in dealing with this.” 

The council says it has taken 
remedial measures to remove 
industrial solvent from chalk below 
the Rumfields site. 

Cyclohexanone is a flammable, 
oily liquid that floats on water and 
smells similar to peppermint. It can 
cause grave health problems if 
humans come into contact with it.

DECISIONS on planning applications on 
the isle are among the fastest in the country. 

According to national figures monitoring 
performance, Thanet council’s team was in 
the top 25 per cent of all authorities when it 
came to determining planning applications 
between April 2007 and March 2008. 

Two years earlier the council was among 
the worst-performing 25 per cent. 

Government targets state that major 
planning applications should be decided 
within 13 weeks, and in Thanet 82 per cent 
were determined within that timescale. 

Minor applications and other decisions 
have to be determined within eight weeks 
and Thanet decided on 86 per cent, which 
includes housing developments up to 10 
units, within the required time. 

For other decisions, which include house¬ 
hold extensions, the figure was 94 per cent. 

When it comes to other planning decisions, 
the figures put Thanet in the top 50 in the 
country out of 360 authorities.

Pensioner can't bear 
to stay in her home

AN ELDERLY woman is spending 
her days wandering around the 
town centres of Kent or riding the 
bus network alone to avoid return¬ 
ing to the block of flats in which 
she lives. 

Retired Joy Tragner, 70, claims that her life 
is being made a misery by neighbours at 
Queens Lodge in Cliftonville. 

She now spends as little time as possible at 
home because she says cannot bear the behav¬ 
iour of some of those who have been moved 
into the building. 

She says items have been stolen from out¬ 
side her front door, fire-doors are being left 
open and she has to live with the constant 
thumping of an unidentifiable noise coming 
from above. 

Mrs Tragner, who bought her flat in 2007, 
said: “I used to like it. For five months it was 
beautiful and quiet, but not any more. 

“As soon as the council people started to 
arrive, it went downhill very quickly. I go out

as often as I can to get away because it’s just 
become too much.” 

Hillingdon Homes, the London Borough of 


Hillingdon’s housing management company, 
owns the flats. 

Of the 31 properties, 20 are occupied by 
Hillingdon tenants, while the other 11 are 
leasehold, such as that owned by Mrs Tragner. 

Some residents bought the flats under the 
right-to-buy scheme. 

Mrs Tragner said: “Ever since the council 
tenants moved in, it has been hell. 

“I have people peering in though my win¬ 
dows, I am verbally abused and I have to live 
with this noise, this grinding thump that goes 
on from midnight through to the morning. I 
can’t sleep. 

“I thought the flat was ideal for me, but it 
has turned into a nightmare. I wouldn’t have 
spent £3,000 on moving in if I’d known what 
it was going to be like. Nobody told me it was 
going to be like this.” 

Tim Price, the chief executive officer of 
Hillingdon Homes, said: “We advised the ven¬ 
dor’s solicitor that the freehold was owned by 
the London Borough of Hillingdon. 

‘We have worked with Mrs Tragner to look 
into her concerns but have not been able to 
substantiate the complaints. 

“No other complaints have been made about 
this matter by other residents of Queens 
Lodge.”

Praise lor pair 
who supported 
hero lifeguards

A COUPLE from Broadstairs 
have been commended by the 
Royal National Lifeboats Insti¬ 
tution after a dramatic sea rescue 
in Cornwall earlier this year. 

Ian Watkins and his wife Jane assisted two 
RNLI lifeguards who pulled an angler to 
safety after he was spotted lying face-down 
in the water at a notoriously treacherous 
area of Cornwall’s coast known as “the 
washing machine”. 

Yorkshireman David Nicklin was being 
repeatedly swept against the rocks and 
gullies at Trebarwith Strand and had even 
become entangled in his own fishing line. 

He needed urgent treatment when he was 
brought on to the land by the lifeguards, who 
entered the sea to save him, at risk to their 
own safety. 

After he was moved up the beach by the 
party, trained nurse Jane, along with the life¬ 
guards Chris Boundy and John Dugard, 
proceeded to resuscitate the stricken Mr 
Nicklin while Mr Watkins called paramedics. 

Mr Nicklin was revived after the quartet’s 
valiant efforts proved successful and he was 
airlifted to hospital by helicopter. 


Ian was full of praise for the two lifeguards 
who took part in the rescue. 

He said: “Chris could have died. He had to 
keep going back under the water to pull Mr 
Nicklin out. How he got him out I’ll never 
know. 

“A lot of people wouldn’t have gone in - it 
was that bad. You could really see the import¬ 
ance of the lifeguards’ training, especially 
with the CPR [cardiopulmonary resuscita¬ 
tion], when they were supported by my wife 
Jane, who was really calm.” 

The lifeguards have since been awarded 
the RNLI’s Silver Medal for Gallantry and 
Mr and Mrs Watkins were presented with a 
framed letter of thanks signed by RNLI 
chairman Admiral the Lord Boyce. 

Mr Nicklin said: “I’m so pleased to hear 
that John and Chris are being recognised 
with this award, which they thoroughly 
deserve. They are two wonderful young men 
who did an amazing job. 

“Without John and Chris I’d be dead. I can’t 
thank them enough - it’s impossible - 
because life is so precious and you’re a long 
time dead.” 

Trebarwith Strand beach disappears at 
high tide, so the area is often closed to swim¬ 
mers due to the hazardous conditions. 

On the day of the rescue a four-foot swell 
was breaking on to the rocks and sea condi¬ 
tions were especially bad.

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Who or what brings you to Thanet, David? 

I first came to Ramsgate when I was about 
eight, on holiday with my parents in a car¬ 
avan at Pegwell. I remember the beach, fun¬ 
fair and seaside shows. Later on, about 1993,1 
was working in Oxfordshire and we started to 
visit friends in Ramsgate. I thought the town 
was very run-down. However, over the next 
five years or so we visited more frequently and 
I could see great changes starting to happen. 
Then, my work changed and I had to choose 
work in London or early retirement. I took the 
latter and we moved to Thanet. 

« Why did you enter local politics - and why the Labour 
Party? 

A Being “of an age” in the 60s I was involved 
in the anti-Vietnam War movement and 
CND. I helped start a trade union in the 
Med-ical Research Council. I was impressed 
by Harold Wilson and the way he kept British 
troops out of the war despite pressure from the 
Americans. There weren’t many potential 
Labour candidates in rural Oxfordshire, so 
most of us took our turn standing for elections. 
When I moved here I was pleased to be asked 
to be a candidate and to be elected. 

What did you want to do when you were younger? 

A I was always fascinated by science, so being 
a research scientist for 20 years for the 
Medical Research Council and publishing 
work in journals such as Nature and Science 


was a dream come true. I also got to travel all 
over Europe to give lectures and training pro¬ 
grammes. Eventually, my research became 
more computer-based than bench science, 
which led directly into my second career in 
computer network management. 

Q As you grow older, do you find you become more 
moderate or conservative in your views? 

A My son would probably say I am, but I 
don’t think so. I’m still enraged by preju¬ 
dice and unfairness and find myself in trouble 
through saying what I think. 


You and your wife Liz are both councillors. Do you ever 
disagree on political matters?

Not too often, fortunately. She is probably 
greener than I am, and better with people.

I Who is your hero and inspiration? 


A When I was younger, Bob Dylan, Joan 
Baez, Martin Luther King, Nelson Man¬ 
dela and Tony Benn. As I get older, I come to 
appreciate my parents more. They were 
decent, hard-working people who were content 
with the modest success they made.

If you had one wish for Thanet, what would it be? 


D More of what the Government is already 
doing with Sure Start and improved edu¬ 
cation, so future generations are not handi¬ 
capped by poor education as this one is. 


Q Do you feel Thanet is a better or worse place under the 
current Conservative administration than the last 
Labour one? 

A The last Labour administration did amaz¬ 
ing things. When they took control, most 
seafronts and town centres were derelict, 
there was unemployment, and consumer 
spending was leeching out to Canterbury. The 
council was virtually bankrupt with staff on 
notice of redundancy. By the time the Con¬ 
servatives took control, most of that had 
changed - Ramsgate was restored or being 
restored, the port and marina were mod¬ 
ernised and thriving, Westwood Cross was a 
major employer and we had the new univers¬ 
ity and innovation centre. 

The Conservatives have benefited from mas¬ 
sive inward investment by the Labour gov¬ 
ernment, and because of this many things 
have improved. 

Q Has the current Conservative administration at either 
TDC or KCC contributed much to this? 

I don’t think so. Certainly the facilities in 
Ramsgate have deteriorated. They have 
allowed the controls over Westwood Cross to 
lapse, causing serious problems in town cen¬ 
tres. Council finances are in trouble again. 

To be fair, the decision to reverse the privat¬ 
isation of services imposed by Thatcher, and 
run waste collection and street-cleaning in- 
house was a good move. 

It is a pity that the Conservatives won’t 
invest in the service other than what they are 
forced to do to meet recycling targets.

Police launch drink-driving campaign 


A HEART-TUGGING campaign 
has been launched by road safety 
experts in a bid to crack down on 
deaths caused by drinking and 
driving. 

And in a special roadshow which this week 
got under way touring the county the message 
is being taken into the major shopping centres. 

The campaign is centred on a Christmas 
tree display and is hoped to hit home as com¬ 
panies start staging festive parties and lunch¬ 
es in the run-up to the big day. 

The tree bears a banner with the slogan 
“Christmas Mourning? Drinking and Driving 
Wrecks Lives” to remind motorists that the 
morning of the big day could take on a very 
different meaning.

The display also includes a lone unwrapped 
present among wrapping paper to represent 
those killed by drink-driving who will not be 
opening their gifts this year. 

The campaign started in Maidstone town 
centre on Monday and arrived in Tunbridge 
Wells the following day. 

It is due in Westwood Cross, Thanet, tomor-

row (Wednesday) and Canterbury on Monday 
next week. 

Steve Horton, road safety team leader for 
Kent Highway Services, said: “Approximately 
250 people in Kent were killed or seriously 
injured by drinking and driving in the last 
year. 

“Drinking and driving wrecked their lives 
and the lives of those around them. 

“We hope that by taking a Christmas tree 
out and about a little bit early, we’ll get peo¬ 
ple’s attention and get the message across 
before the festive season really begins.” 

The campaign will run until mid-January to 
capture New Year festivities, too, and includes 
bus-back advertising, billboards, posters, 
leaflets and a TV advert. 

As part of the campaign, police will be carry¬ 
ing out roadside tests to check the co¬ 
ordination and spatial awareness of any driv¬ 
ers who they suspect have been drink-driving. 

Motorists are also being asked to remember 
that they could still be over the legal limit the 
morning after drinking and if police are called 
to attend a crash, everyone involved will be 
automatically breathalysed.

Doctors to close early for training afternoon 


GP surgeries across much of the east of the 
county will close early on Wednesday next 
week for staff training. 

Surgeries in Swale, Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dover, Deal, Shepway and Thanet will be 
closed from lpm-6.30pm on November 26. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) has organised a primary care 


educational afternoon to provide an opportuni¬ 
ty for protected learning time for staff in GP 
surgeries. 

These afternoons provide the opportunity for 
GPs to attend lectures and discuss and debate 
current issues around NHS services. Practice 
staff also have the chance to use this time for 
training within the practice or to attend one of 


the training sessions organised by the PCT 
Local out-of-hours services will provide cover 
for the surgeries, so anyone who needs to see a 
doctor urgently will still be able to do so. 

If a patient does need to see a doctor urgent¬ 
ly on one of these afternoons, they need to 
phone their practice in the normal way and 
they will be told what they need to do. 



Business as usual 
for toll crossing 

HOPES of cutting pollution levels in and 
around Dartford by introducing a 50 per 
cent increase on the crossing toll have yet to 
materialise. 

The change in charges was introduced on 
Saturday night - dropping the charge alto¬ 
gether between the hours of 10pm and 
6am, but increasing it during the day. 

Cars must now pay £1.50 - up from £1 - 
with lorry charges increased, depending on 
size, to £2 or £3.70. 

Kent Green Party officials had said they 
hoped the increase would lead to a reduc¬ 
tion in traffic, as seen when the congestion 
charge was introduced in central London. 

There were also concerns of traffic chaos, 
with fears of extra congestion as drivers 
tried to get through the tunnel or over the 
bridge before the free period ended. 

But on Monday - the first business day 
under the new charge system - officials 
reported it was very much business, and 
volume, as usual. 

A Highways Agency spokesman said: 
“There were no real problems brought 
about by the new charges. 

“However, on Monday morning there was 
an accident on the bridge which led to tail¬ 
backs. This was nothing to do with the 
charges, which we thought we made people 
fully aware of by the amount of publicity we 
gave.” 

There was no reported increase or 
decrease in traffic levels, either over the 
weekend or in the morning rush-hour on 
Monday 

The AA also said it had received no con¬ 
cerns from drivers - despite last week say¬ 
ing the move could lead to “dangerous 
driving patterns” as motorists looked to 
avoid peak-time crossing. 

“We haven’t had any complaints,” said a 
spokesman.

PUPILS have been learning about 
the importance of hand-washing to 
stop the spread of infection. 

KOS Media’s Clean, Safe and Healthy cam¬ 
paign, which has been raising awareness about 
superbugs, is now focusing its message about 
hand hygiene on the county’s young people. 

Launched in the wake of the Healthcare 
Commission’s damning report into two out¬ 
breaks of Clostridium difficile in west Kent hos¬ 
pitals, the award-winning publisher has been 
working with the NHS to highlight how every¬ 
one has a role to play in the battle against killer 
bugs. 

Pupils at Selsted Primary School, near Dover, 
have already been learning about how proper 
hand-washing can protect people from infec¬ 
tious diseases. 

Headteacher Kevin Bailey said: “It is incredi¬ 
bly important for them to realise that without 
washing hands they are spreading germs, risk¬ 
ing their own health and also their friends and 
those around them.” 

He said the 75 youngsters at the school, aged 
between five and 11, had been learning about 
basic hygiene as part of the Government’s 
healthy schools initiative. 

The school’s small size and sense of communi¬ 
ty has helped spread the healthy lifestyle mes¬ 
sage and soon the children will be growing their 
own food in the grounds, he said. 

“It is about health and hygiene, physical fit¬ 
ness and keeping your hands clean after the toi¬ 
let, before and after eating and after playtime,” 
Mr Bailey added.

and Jessica Saxby, all aged ten, interviewed one 
of the school’s cleaners about her job. All of them 
said they were shocked to find that the boys’ toi¬ 
lets were cleaner than the girls. Lucas said: “I 
appreciate more what my mum and the cleaners 
do because it is quite a hard job.” 

Elizabeth told KOS Media how the dirtiest 
parts the school included chairs and tables. She 
added: “Keep where you live clean and it will 
prevent germs spreading to you and harming 
others.” 

Jessica said the girls’ toilet needed to be looked 
after more. Her twin, Jake, added: “The computer 
room is very important place to clean, especially 
the keyboards because lots of hands touch them. 
We have learnt to wash our hands with soap and 
water so when we eat germs won’t go into our 
mouths.” 

Isabel Woodroffe, assistant director of commu¬ 
nications at NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent and 
a governor at the school, said it was never too 
early to learn the importance of good basic 
hygiene. “It is all part of growing up to be a 
healthy person,” she said.

cookery classes now, they have to understand 
that they need to have clean hands. If it is 
ingrained at this age, it will stay with them for 
life.” 

When KOS Media visited the school last week, 
the primary care trust had brought along a UV 
light box so the children could see the dirt on 
their hands gleaming in the dark and watch 
how it disappeared after thorough hand-wash¬ 
ing. 

‘We have done a lot of discussion work and 
activities such as making posters,” Mr Bailey 
said. 

Teacher Carol Thurman, who led the healthy 
schools status project, said the hand-hygiene 
message was drummed into the children when 
they did cookery lessons. 

Examples of slogans from the brightly 
coloured posters made by the children include 
‘when we cook we wash our hands’ and ‘we 
always wash our hands’.

Low crime doesn't mean no 
crime, we still need policing 


I WONDER whether members of the 
Westgate Residents Association had, 
in recent times, seen so many police 
officers squeezed into one place. 

Last week it welcomed a constable, a PCSO, 
a sergeant and an inspector, all ready to field 
questions from an often hostile audience 
which felt the town had become a waypoint on 
the map between Birchington and Margate in 
simple community-policing terms. 

To be honest, Westgate shares many of the 
same concerns as other parts of Thanet. People 
are unhappy with the steady background hum 
of low-intensity antisocial behaviour in their 
communities, mostly involving teenagers and 
cheap alcohol. 

Several well-publicised areas of the island 
have problems with crime that are orders of 
magnitude higher than others and the police, 
with only limited resources, have to sensibly 
prioritise their efforts, but to many this can 
feel like neglect. 

Last week, we heard in forceful terms from 
Mr Bell, the owner of an off-licence in Station 


Road, that since Westgate had lost its police 
officer, PC Chris Bungard, to new duties at 
Millmead and its popular warden, Tony Bailey, 
to a new career, the modem urban curses of 
antisocial behaviour and under-age drinking 
were once again on the increase. 

Incidents aren’t being reported, said Mr Bell, 
simply because it was pointless to do so. It is 
commonly believed that the police, busy else¬ 
where in Thanet with more important mat¬ 
ters, simply aren’t able to respond. 

I pointed out that on one occasion at the end 
of the summer I had called the police three 
times in regard to the same noisy, under-age 
party on the beach at Westgate. 

The police, I was told, with their meagre 
resources committed to an incident in Rams¬ 
gate, were unable to respond at all. 

From my perspective as a local councillor, 
that’s not good enough. 

We live in a democracy, or the remains of 
one, and in theory at least, the police should 
give appropriate weight to an attendance 
request from an elected representative of the 
community, even if this only means to give a 
‘drive-by’ wave on the way to somewhere else. 


We all pay our council taxes and explaining 
away a change in local policing on the basis 
that an area such as Westgate has a proport¬ 
ionally lower level of crime and antisocial 
behaviour than elsewhere fails to recognise 
the rights of all residents everywhere to 
receive an identical level of service. 

That’s the service described in the Govern¬ 
ment’s so-called ‘policing pledge’, a shiny new 
promise to the population of a new and ‘trans¬ 
formative’ service level agreement from the 
police “at a local level to meet the needs of com¬ 
munities”. 

Our police do a great job with what they 
have and mostly with their hands tied with 
the red tape of Government interference. 

If there’s a gap between the Home Office 
statement below and what we see at a local 
level, then perhaps it’s the politicians and not 
the police who we should call to account. 

“It’s important that neighbourhood policing 
is locally led. Engaging effectively with local 
people, and involving them in agreeing and 
tackling local policing priorities, are vital ele¬ 
ments of the national neighbourhood policing 
programme.”

MISSED cues, fumbled 
lines and annoying props 
plague the flustered cast in 
acclaimed comedy Noises 
Off. 

Michael Frayn’s hit show features a 
play within a play, as a beleaguered 
theatre company struggles to pull its 
latest production together. Described 
by many as one of the funniest come¬ 
dies ever written, Noises Off promis¬ 
es to be a comic romp with breathless 
entertainment from beginning to 
end. 

The cast includes Maggie Steed, 
star of TV series Shine On Harvey 
Moon and Pie In The Sky, former Dr 
Who Colin Baker and Ben Hull, who 
played Lewis in teen soap Hollyoaks.

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Over-indulge in high seas fun

MY normal holiday routine inv¬ 
olves over indulging on local cui¬ 
sine to such an extent I have to 
grease the doors when I get home 
to move around my flat, but this 
trip with water sports specialist 
Sunsail was rather different. 

A small group of us, none of whom had 
stepped foot on a yacht before, had been 
tasked with turning from sailing ‘zeros to 
heroes’ in under a week. 

An intensive three-day course would give us 
the basics. We would then be unleashed upon 
two 40-foot state of the art, frighteningly 
expensive yachts, sailing where the wind took 
us, around the heart-stealing beauty of the 
Ionian islands, off the west coast of mainland 
Greece. 

We stayed in Vounaki, which boasts all the 
usual restaurants, pools, sports facilities and 
entertainment for kids and adults alike. Its 
elevated position provides a wondrous nightly 
spectacle as the sun sets slowly behind the 
jagged peaks of Lefkas Island across the bay. 

The work is physically demanding. There is 
a lot of pulling and hauling. We all boasted 
blisters and sunburn, but both crews were qui¬ 
etly confidant as excellent instructors ham¬ 
mered into us exactly what had to be done. 

Then on our final day of training we woke to 
screaming winds and a gun-metal sky. 



SAIL AWAY: Learning to sail makes an unusual change 


Everything had changed. Normally placid 
waters now tossed and shook in rageful 
vengeance. Surely, conditions would be too 
severe to sail? Not a chance. Under Greek law 
you cannot sail in a force six sea — this was 
only force five. 

We began to feel nervous as we set sail. Out 
of the harbour the sea lurched and surged at 
the boat, drenching us with freezing run-off. 
Huge gaps would tear open in the water leav¬ 


ing the yacht to slide sickeningly into the void. 

Everyone donned lifejackets. Some tied 
themselves to the yacht with safety harnesses. 
A crackling radio message came through - as 
conditions had hit force six, all boats must 
return to the harbour. Then the engine cut out. 

Our skipper told us these were the worst 
conditions experienced for a year, and totally 
out of character for the area. Then, harnessed 
to the deck, he strode calmly out across the 
front of the yacht and raised the front sail. 
“We’ll sail back in, it’s no problem,” he said. 

The boat suddenly leapt into life, we twisted 
around and shot back in the direction of the 
harbour. Our skipper, a professional sailor, was 
in his element. The conditions offered him the 
chance to do some proper sailing at last. 

Scrambling back on shore, I felt slightly 
ashamed. I had the dawning realisation the 
conditions hadn’t been half as dangerous as I’d 
thought. I also realised I couldn’t stop smiling 
- it was the best fun I’d had in years. 

Next morning the sea was once again a vast, 
azure carpet. Our skipper took us south, pass¬ 
ing marjoram and pine-scented islands - the 
tadpole shaped Meganisi, and the secretive 
Scorpios, owned by the Onassis family - then 
on toward Kefalonia, where we were to spend 
the night. 

The following morning we were sailing on a 
gentle breeze, and it felt terrific. 

It was with some reluctance that we stepped 
back on land for the final time. It could have 
been the Greek brandy, but as we shared our 
exploits later that night, I couldn’t help but 
notice that everyone was firmly clutching hold 
of the bar, and gently swaying.

EDWARD Norton is well- 
known for his thought- 
provoking roles. 

He’s played a reformed neo- 
Nazi in American History X; a 
leper king in Kingdom Of Heaven 
- and the famous green giant 
known as the Incredible Hulk. 
Oh, and let’s not forget his turn as 
a singing purple rhinoceros in 
2002’s Death To Smoochy. 

“I guess it’s fair to say every 
actor likes the idea of complexity 
in a character,” Edward explains 
when asked about his career 
choices. 

“I think we’re all trying to find 
something meaty to work with, or 
frankly, something that is hard. 
You get into this [acting] because 
you want to pin down things that 
are complicated or hard about 
people.” 

The 39-year-old’s next role sees 
him playing Ray Tierney, a New 
York policeman, in Pride And 
Glory. Edward co-produced the 
film, which also stars Colin 
Farrell. 

‘You learn more about him 
[Ray] from the things other people 
say about him than the things he 
says for a long time, and it’s just 
very mysterious,” he explains. 

“I found myself reading and 
wondering what the deal was 
with him. That’s unusual in a 
script because a lot of times, peo¬ 
ple make sure you understand the 
character. To leave a lot of empty 
space in a character was kind of 
interesting on a writing level 
because you end up reading it. 
That was a particular thing that 
interested me with this one.” 

As he questions the morals 
of those around him, Ray has 
to decide where his loyalties lie - 
with his family, or with the insti¬ 
tution. Edward says he thinks 


this gives the film particular 
relevance. 

“I looked at it and I thought, this 
has questions in it,” he reveals.

• Try and cook more than one thing at a time

Federation plea for 
greater provision 
of social housing

HOUSE prices have fallen an aver¬ 
age of more than five per cent local¬ 
ly in the last year - but it is still as 
hard as ever for people to get on to 
the housing ladder, according to 
new research from the National 
Housing Federation. 

The credit crunch effect on mortgage avail¬ 
ability means price falls are having no impact 
in making homes more accessible, the study 
revealed. 

A report entitled South East Home Truths: 
Why the Need for Social Housing is Increasing 
has been launched by the federation at the 
House of Commons. 

It shows that poor housing supply, afford¬ 
ability problems, and mortgage arrears and 
repossessions are pushing more people 
towards social housing for help. 

The statistics in the report give a complete 
picture of housing issues in the area. 

The research shows only 70 per cent of the 
social homes needed are being built in the 
South East, while waiting fists have grown 
more than 60 per cent in five years and over¬ 
crowding is on the increase 

It also reveals over 200,000 households in 
the region are now on a waiting fist for more 
suitable housing - affecting close to half a mil¬ 
lion people. 

House-building by private developers fell 22 
per cent between June 2007 and June 2008. 

The Government believes the South East 
needs to build 33,125 new homes a year and 
the South East Regional Assembly has said 
social housing should account for 35 per cent 


of all new homes; around 11,600 a year. 

But Government funding only supported the 
delivery of 8,200 social homes last year. 

Simon Nunn, head of south region for the 
federation, said: “The South East is perceived 
as affluent and the place to be, yet look under 
the veneer and you’ll find areas of real pover¬ 
ty and deprivation in the region’s cities and in 
some rural areas. 

“We need more homes now. One in every 17 
households in the South East is now on a wait¬ 
ing fist for a social home. 

‘With unemployment rising and more fami¬ 
lies and older people moving towards the 


poverty fine, a new spike in social housing 
demand looks inevitable. 

“Housing associations can’t deliver the 
homes the region needs without a good bor¬ 
rowing stream from lenders and more support 
from the Government. 

“The economy of the South East is key to the 
well-being and growth of the country as a 
whole. 

“It’s vital we maintain the strong progress 
housing associations have made in delivering 
new social homes in recent years, and that we 
help people get through this tough economic 
time in the best shape possible.”

Zero-emission fuel cell 
Honda hits the streets 

HONDA has announced that the first 
customers have taken delivery of its 
much hyped FCX Clarity - the firm’s 
zero emission fuel cell-powered car. 

Initially up to 200 customers will begin 
leasing the car in the United States 
and Japan over the next three years, 
with the first few recipients from 
California. 

Film director Ron Yerxa was the first 
customer to get the keys to an FCX 
Clarity, followed by actress Jamie Lee 
Curtis (pictured) and her husband, 
Christopher Guest. 

The FCX Clarity is Honda’s next 
generation, hydrogen-powered fuel cell 
vehicle. 

The car’s only emissions are heat and 
water and its fuel efficiency is three 
times that of a modem petrol engine. 



Shared trips are 'driving 
couples round the bend' 

COUPLES planning a leisurely car trip 
together are likely to find that it ends in 
tears, it has been revealed. 

Over three-quarters of them have 
stopped talking thanks to an in-car row 
over getting lost. 

This and disagreeing about directions 
are the most common reasons for 
couples arguing in the car when they’re 
supposed to be getting away from it all. 

A third of people confess to getting lost 
on the roads at some time or another, and 
61 per cent of British couples admit to 
having a bust-up because of winding up 
at the wrong destination or differences of 
opinion about which route to take - pos¬ 
sibly because 59 per cent of drivers don’t 
own electronic route planners. 

The gender divide is alive and well on 
the road too. 

Men will wait on average 10 minutes 
43 seconds before getting help if they’re 
lost, while women - traditionally less 
shy about asking for directions - will 
wait a longer 12 minutes 36 seconds, 
according to the research by Vodafone.

WE won’t claim VW roared back to 
the city car sector with the Fox - 
little cars just don’t make that 
much fuss. 

But this little three-door’s arrival in 2006 
showed how the German giant still saw a 
point to the baby car sector it abandoned with 
the demise of the Lupo the year before - now 
we all get the point as the UK mshes to down¬ 
size and cut driving costs. 

With prices starting at £6,600, the Fox is 
also well placed to satisfy that trend - the even 
smaller Lupo was nudging £8,000 when it got 
the chop. 

This cost-cutting feat was achieved by VW 
sourcing the newcomer from its tried and test¬ 
ed Brazilian production operation, creating a 
roomy high-roof design that really can seat 
four and wears the brand’s more premium 
badge on the front. 

At 3.83 metres, the newcomer was 30cms 
longer than the Lupo yet around 90cms short¬ 
er than VW’s rather dearer Polo supermini. 

But VW squeezed the budget hard to enable 
the Fox compete in a tight arena and it shows 


most in the interior where the plastics simply 
do not match VW’s normally high standards. 

Nevertheless, they are competitive with this 
end of the market and it is hard to see any¬ 
where else where the Brazilian import lets the 
side down. 

The car drives well with a crisp gearshift, 
good grip and a sensible balance between ride 
quality and handling. 

For now, the engine technology is petrol only 
and nothing fancy: a 53bhp 1.2-litre or 72bhp 
1.4-litre. I actually prefer the 1.2; the official 0- 
62mph in 16.5 seconds looks glacial, but it 
seems to have enough power when you need it. 

The three-cylinder layout causes some 
unevenness on tickover, but this settles down 
well for the motorway and it should average 
around 45mpg. 

Neither powertrain qualifies for the lowest 
(£35/year) payable road tax band though and 
standard spec is basic - you need around £600 
to trade up to the higher Urban package, 
bringing electric front windows, body-coloured 
bumpers and door mirrors, remote central 
locking and sliding rear bench seat.

TOYOTA started it all with a spruced up van called the Space Cruiser, but Renault drew the 'people carrier' blueprint in the form of 
the purpose-built Espace. Since then, everyone has picked up the ball and run with it; there are people carriers or 'multi-purpose 
vehicles' (MPVs) to suit all requirements and tastes. But we are featuring three of the big players in every sense; they have not only 
sold in number, but can also be had as full seven-seaters and not five plus two occasional chairs at the back. 


FORD GALAXY 



IF Renault's Espace distilled the essence of the people carrier, Ford 
mass-produced it. The 1995 vintage Galaxy and its cloned sisters, 
the VW Sharan and Seat Alhambra, sold in big numbers helped by 
a combination of style, space and car-like handling. The fact that 
the Ford soldiered on for 11 years, helped by a superb makeover in 
2000, is a tribute to the design. Reliability on early examples is 
increasingly flaky so post-2000 diesels are the pick of the used crop. 

STAR QUALITY

Watching pal Calzaghe 
spurs Tak into ring return

UNDEFEATED boxing champion 
Joe Calzaghe has helped convince 
Kent boxer Mehrdud Takaloo to 
step back into the ring. 

Takaloo, the former two-time WBU champion 
at both light-middleweight and welterweight, 
had contemplated retiring from the sport fol¬ 
lowing his defeat to Anthony Small in January. 

However, after spending the weekend with 
Calzaghe during the Welshman’s final win of 
his career against Roy Jones in New York, 
Takalolo has had a change of heart. 

The 33-year-old told Yourthanet: “Being with 
Joe Calzaghe and walking in the ring with him 
at Madison Square Gardens was amazing and 
made me realise that having the rest has done 
me the world of good. 

“It has given me a good feeling and has 
made me want to get back in the ring. Calza¬ 
ghe is 36 and Jones in 38, so at 33 I am just a 
pup in boxing terms. Being in New York has 
changed my mind.” 

Speaking to Takaloo after that defeat to 
Small, it seemed as though he was destined to 
retire as it appeared he had lost his desire to 
fight again. Now, almost a year on, the Margate 
Rock as he is known, concedes he could be back 
in the ring in the next few months. 

Calzaghe, hailed as one of the greatest 
British boxers of all time, is expected to official¬ 
ly announce his retirement from boxing after a 
staggering record of 46 unbeaten bouts and 
become a promoter. 

Takaloo believes that having Calzaghe 
promoting him, rather than Frank Warren, 
will bring opportunities for him to fight in 
America. 

“Joe is one of my best mates and to have him 
promoting me would be fantastic,” he said. 
“There is such a big boxing community in 
America that love the sport. When I walked out 
with Joe it made the hairs on the back of my 
neck stand up and I really wanted to get in 
there and fight. 

“After my last fight I was looking for every 
excuse but being in New York really opened my 
eyes. Boxing is in my blood. Boxing in this coun¬ 
try is not as well supported as it used to be as 
people are watching it on television rather than 
going to the halls.” 

The hunger and desire is clearly back and 
admitted that his decision to return to the ring 
has been made and is just awaiting confirma¬ 
tion as to when his next fight will be. 

A rematch with Small and a fight against 


current British and Commonwealth champi¬ 
on Ryan Rhodes is top of the list, but most of 
all, he is looking forward to a chance to fight 
in America. 


He added: “I am still registered as a fighter so 
in that sense I never retired and I have kept in 
good shape. My decision is made, it’s just a case 
of getting the right fight.”
